AUTHORIZED IN 1924 


Amendment to Provide 
Funds Decided Upon: 
at Conference. 


TILSON HELD LIKELY 
TO OFFER IT TODAY 


Yielding Is Accompanied by 
Pleas for Fewer Vessels 
In Butler Bill.

President Coolidge and administra- 
tion floor leaders yesterday sought to 
check sentiment in the House of Rep- 
resentatives which threatens to revise hte 
naval appropriations bill upward against 
the expressed wishes of the White 
House and the director of the budget. 

The bait offered the “big navy” en- 
thusiasts, following a conference be- 
tween the President and Representa- 
tive John Q. Tilson, of Connecticut, at 
the White House, is an amendment to 
the naval bill appropriating funds for 
the preliminary work on the remaining 
three of the eight cruisers which were 
authorized in 1924. Tilson probably 
will offer this amendment today. 
This yielding on the part of the 
President from his announced position 
that he did not wish to have any 
money appropriated for these cruisers 
was accompanied by the statement 
that a corresponding number would be 
cut from the suggested authorization 
of ten cruisers proposed in the Butler 
bill. 
Whether the spirit of compromise be- 
tween the administration viewpoint and 
the “big navy” enthusiasts in the House 
had come in time appeared to be a de- 
batable question last night,judging from 
the views of House members expressed 
either in conversation or through their 
actions on the floor of the House. The 
day was full of expressed and implied 
signs of revolt against a continuance of 
&@ niggardly policy toward the navy, and 
many plans for enlargement in various 
forms. 


Determined Opposition Voiced. 


Representative Fred A. Britten, of Il- 
linois, voiced determined opposition to 
the proposal to cut the new authoriza- 
tion to seven cruisers in place of ten 
because of the suggested appropriation 
for the last of the three provided for 
in 1924. He also introduced a bill pro- 
viding for the elevation of the guns on 
eleven of the American battleships to 
39 degrees, and led the fight within the 
naval affairs committee to have the 
same sort of improvement made on the 
Oklahoma and Nevada when they are 
modernized at a cost of $13,150.000. 

Representative Thomas 8S. Butler, of 
Pennsylvania, chairman of the naval 


in which Representative Burton L. 
French, of Idaho, presented the com- 
parative strength of the navies of the 
United States, Great Britain and Japan 
in his general statement on the naval 
appropriation bill and said that he 
would not “permit an American to go 
to war on such ships as you nave 
there.” 

Representative Carl Vinson, of Georgia, 
ranking Democrat member of the naval 
affairs committee, read figures to show 
Great Britain and Japan virtually had 
replaced in tonnage every ship they had 
scrapped under the Washington treaty, 
that France and Italy had added great- 
ly to their fleets and that the United 
States had scrapped 842,750 tons and 
built only sixteen vessels of 120,909 
tons. 

Representative Loring M. Black, of 
New York, charged that the question 
was whether the House considered the

of “what we can afford but what we 
need for protection.”

FRENCH CADETS ESCAPE 


Baltimore, Md., Jan. 4 (By A. P.).— 
Thirty-seven were injured and three 
workmen believed killed in an explosion 
aboard the French barque Richelieu at 
a Curtis bay pier of the Baltimore & 
Ohio Rallroad late today. The Riche- 
lieu, out of Nantes, was loading pitch 
for Laurient, France. An unexplained 
blast turned the cargo into a seething 
mass of flames which continued to 
burn fiercely tonight until six hours 
after the explosion, the vessel: turned 
over and sank. . 

Firemen, warned by cracking of the 
main mast, which was carried away, 
fled. Fire captains said all their nen 
had escaped. Bodies of the missing 
men were believed to be in the hold, 
and to have gone down with the boat. 

Of the injured; three—William  T. 
Oulgout, Joseph Toulgouat and Joseph 
Salaunu—were members of the Ricne- 
lieu’s crew..

P.)—Dispatches from Hankow say that 
at 7 o’clock yesterday evening a Chi- 
nese mob entered the British conces- 
sion there, occupied the customs house, 
the municipal building and “expelled 
the British from the concession.” 

Chinese police are patrolling the con- 
cession, maintaining order. 


Coolies Smash Gates. 


Hankow, China, Jan. 4 (By A. P.).— 
The British concession here, scene yes- 
terday of a violent antiforeign demon- 
stration, was overrun tonight with 
thousands of Chinese coolies who 
swarmed into the district during the 
afternoon after demolishing all barri- 
cades at the entrances. 

The situation has reached a de- 
cidedly critical stage and is growing 
worse hourly. Chinese troops are 
guarding the home of British Consul 
General Herbert Goffee. The consulate 
and the British police station have been 
surrounded by mobs of coolies. For- 
eigners can not venture into the streets 
without danger. 

American forces are being brought 
from suburbs toward Hankow as a pre- 
cautionary measure. They will not be 
used unless American lives and prop- 
erty are endangered. 

A rumor that the concession had 
been taken over by the Chinese spread 
to the Chinese section of the city, and 
brought additional crowds. Finding the 
report untrue, they shouted, “Let’s 
take it now.” 

The concession is being policed by 
Chinese troops. British marines, sail- 
ors and police were withdrawn to head- 
quarters in compliance with a request 
by Chinese authorities that they be al- 
lowed to maintain order. 

Yesterday a handful of British fight- 
ing men, without firing a shot, held in 
check an infuriated mob of several 
thousand coolies. Three of the British 
were severely wounded.

Porter Offers Resolution in 
House as MacMurray 
Is Recalled.

FAVORS SEPARATE ACTION 


Coincident with the recall of John V. 
A. MacMurray, American Minister at 
Peking, to discuss Chinese matters with 
Secretary of State Kellogg, a move was 
begun at the Capitol yesterday to put 
the United States on record as favoring 
new treaty relations between the United 
States and China, based on fairness and 
reciprocity. 

Representative Stephen G. Porter, 
chairman of the House committee on 
foreign affairs, introduced a resolution 
in the House which urges the adminis- 
tration to wipe the slate clean so far as 
old relations with China are concerned, 
and begin afresh with an independent 
American policy, untrammeled by at- 
tempted cooperative action with the 
other treaty powers. 

The fact that the British government 
already has made a move for abolish- 
ing restrictions and foreign control in 
China and has sought to take the lead 
in that respect has made the Porter 
resolution particularly timely, it is ad- 
mitted. Both in the Senate and in the 
House there is pronounced support 
promised for the resolution, and in ad- 
ministration circles there are no signs 
of opposition to it. It may serve, it 
is explained, as a logical reason for 
the announcement of a new policy by 
the American State Department, espe- 


Congress is behind the views expressed 
in the resolution. 

Secretary Kellogg has not yet de- 
cided whether to make the American’s 
position on China a matter of record 
at this time in a reply to the recent 
British memorandum, or whether to 
wait for the return of Mr. MacMurray, 
who will be here in February.

REBELS IN MEXICO 
OPERATE. ACTIVELY 
IN MANY REGIONS 


Garrison in Coahuila Is 
Taken; Insurgents 
Near Capital. 


RISINGS IN.3 STATES 
REPORTED QUELLED 


Boldness of Bandit Bands Also 
Is Giving Trouble to 
Federal Troops. 


Mexico City, Jan. 4 (By A. P.).—Rev- 
olutionary groups and bandits are op- 
erating actively in various parts of 
Mexico. So many reports have been 
current that it is difficult to confirm 
some of the alleged activities. 

The war department admits that 40 
revolutionists have captured the small 
garrison at Parras de la Fuente, state 
of Coahuila. Federal reinforcements 
have been dispatched to crush the 
rebels. 

Officials also admit there has been a 
revolutionary. attempt at Leon, but the 
war department denies it has informa- 
tion of any executions there, despite 
the fact special dispatches published in 
Mexico City newspapers assert eleven 
of the leaders were put to death. 

It is possible these executions were 
carried out by the municipal authori- 
ties, and that the war department has 
no official report of them from the 
military commander. The department 
states that the military commander of 
Leon has reported only as follows: 

“A group of armed men attacked the 
small local garrison. The troops made 
a gallant defense and the rebels fled, 
leaving a few dead.” 


Zapata Officers Revolt. 


Federal troops ,jhave surrounded in 
the Adjusco mountains, near the capi- 
tal, a rebel band, said by the-war de- 
partment to number 50, but said by 
the newspapers to number 200, which 
on Monday at*empted a revolt in the 
town of Milpa Alta, about 15 miles 


from Mexico City. ‘The rebels, alleg- | 


edly led by two former officers of Za- 
pata, notorious revolutionist, raided 
ranches and carried off horses, arms 
and ammunition and also kidnaped two 
Catholic priests. 

The newspapers report that the band 
forced the priests to make speeches in 
the villages urging the people to 
revolt. The rebels proceeded to the 
mountains, and the war department 
predicts their capture or extermination, 
as 800 federals are closing in on them. 

Newspapers also have received * re- 
ports that 21 Catholic priests and 4 
nuns were arrested at Tlalpam, a near- 
by suburb, on the charge:of revolu- 
tionary activity and were brought to 
Mexico City and placed in jail. In- 
quiries at police headquarters tonight 
brought denial of knowledge of any 
such arrests and the assertion that no 
priests or nuns had been brought to 
the Mexico City prisons. 

Reports that Catholics, as such, are 
involved in any of the revolutionary 
disorders or that Catholic leaders were 
among the revolutionaries executed at 
Leon were denied today by the Catholic 
episcopate, which added that the epis- 
copate has not altered its attitude in 
refusing to sanction armed opposition 
over the religious situation. 

The war department declares that 
the federal army is in control of the 
situation throughout the country, is 
suppressing and will continue promptly 
to suppress all uprisings. The war de- 


partment denies that there is any gen- 
eral revolutionary movement under

Hines in New York Seeks 
Bank Aid in Veteran Loans 


Veterans’ Bureau Head Director i in Continental Trust, 
Which Restricts Bonus Advances—Rankin to 
Seek House Inquiry by Resolution. 


Facing an unyielding policy on the 
part of bankers generally in their re- 
fusal to make loans right and left 
to veterans on their compensation cer- 
tificates, Brig. Gen. Frank T. Hines, 
director of the veterans bureau, went 
to New York yesterday to confer with 
bankers there in an effort to persuade 
them to a new course, something he 
has not been able to do with one of 
the largest financial institutions in 
Washington of which he is a director. 

Along with the rest of Washington 
banks, as well as those in other cities, 
the Continental Trust Co., of which 
Gen. Hines is a director, continued yes- 
terday to turn down rnore than nine 
of ten applications from veterans for 
certificate loans. Like other banks they 
confined loans almost entirely to regu- 
lar customers. : 

Wade H. Cooper, president of the 
company, declared that the officers and 
other directors of the trust conipany 
were forced by their best judgment 
to follow such a policy because cf the 
difficulties with which the  govern- 
ment has hedged about certificate 
loans. 

Gen. Hines in New York, according to 


Associated Press dispatches, again pub- 


licly expressed his confidence that the 
widespread apathy among bankers to- 
ward certificate loans was due to lack 
of information and will eventually dis- 
appear.

The President referred to the 
United States government’s right to 
build a canal through Nicaragua which 
has been purchased for $3,000,000 and 
to "America’s right to a naval base in 
Fonesca Bay, all of which are part of 
the convention between the United

States and Nicaragua, signed here 
August 5, 1914, ratified by the Senate 
with amendments February 18, 1916, 
and proclaimed by Woodrow Wilson, 
June 24 of that year. 


Turn on Monroe Doctrine. 


No doubt remained after yesterday’s 
White House conference that President 
Coolidge intends to follow out the tra- 
ditional policy of the United States 
under the guidance of the Monroe doc- 
trine in dealing with these iatest 
phases of the Latin-American probleia. 
And little or no consolation was left . 
to those who had hoped to see the 
administration weaken and abandon 
the Monroe doctrine principles for a 
new brand of colorless neutrality 
which would of ~necessity subjugate 
American interests to a desire to shun 
the responsibilities that go with the 
maintenance of American prestige and 
influence on the American continent. 

Mr. Coolidge had a map of the 
American continent hung near his 
desk when the White House spokes- 
man swept away, in a few well-chosen 
sentences, the impression of wavering 
which sprung up {fn some quarters, 
and particularly at’ the Capitol, after 
criticism first greeted the landing of 
American marines on Nicaraguan soil. 

Immediately after the conference 
with the press at the White House, 
Secretary of State Kelloge’s position 
with respect to maintaining protection 
of American interests in Nicaragua was 
emphasized and the barrage of ques- 
tions from newspaper men brought re- 
plies which clearly indicated that the 
policy as announced at the White 
House will be carried out despite spo- 
radic criticism from certain radical 
quarters. 

Mr. Kellogg declined to say whether 
the appeal of Adolfo Diaz for aid in 
the way of arms or munitions would 
be granted and likewise declined to say 
whether or not the United States gov- 
ernment would regard its right jeop- 
ardized if Sacasa gained control. But 
the impression was given that these 
matters, as well as other questions con- 
nected with the general situation, 
would be dealt with in line with the 
policy which the United States has de- 
termined to follow.

Blanton Pictures Plot.

CALLED FAIR RETURN 


Want Consolidation With 
Higher Fare That Would 
Insure Profit. 


A street car merger which would in- 
sure both companies a reasonable re- 
turn on the investments of their stock- 
holders was subscrifed to by both Will- 
iam F. Ham, president of the Washing- 
ton Railway é Electric Co., and J. H. 
Hanna, president of the Capital Trac- 
tion Co., 8 ing at meeting of 
the Columbia Heights Citizens’ associa- 


tion last night in the assembly hall of 


the Columbia Heights Christian church. 

In this connection, both dwelt at 
length on the “service at cost” propo: 
sition, which Ham said practically is 
in effect now by the Potomac Electric 
Power Co., and which, in its application 
to street car fares, would mean a fare 
varying along a scale, which would be 
governed by a fund that would deter- 
mine whether the company was making 
a “reasonable return” on its Ivest- 
ment. 

Ham explained that “‘service at cost” 
meant exactly what it said. And yet, 
he explained, it would include this 
reasonable return on investment, which 
he declared should be “seven per cent 
at a minimum.” 

Ham declared he was in favor of a 
merger that “would include in the 
vision of a greater Washington a street 
railway system that would be adequate 
to the needs” of the great Washington 
that is generally visioned. To obtain 
this, he said, it would be trifling to 
palter over so small a matter as a one- 
half cent increase in fare. 


Favors Reasonable Return. 


Hanna said he would be in favor of 
@ merger which would provide for such 
a reasonable return on investment. He 
said neither of the companies now are 
making a reasonable return on the 
valuation determined by the public 
utilities commission. They indicated, 
therefore, they would favor a merger 
that carried with it such an increase 
in fare as would supply the reasonable 
return that is sought, or perhaps bet- 
ter, that would carry with it the 
“service at cost” plan. 

Such reasonable return, both ex- 
plained, would be based on eviauation, 
and Hanna emphasized the justice of 
the- “reproduction value” or present 
value to the original investment. He 
declared the properties of local public 
utilities are worth $100,000,000, and 
that a 5-cent fare under public owner- 
ship would create a deficit of $1,250,- 
000. However, he said, a fare giving a 
“reasonable return” would not bring 
an 11 or 12-cent fare measured by the 
values he had given, as some had 
charged. 

Hanna. predicted the merger would 
come at some time. It would be an 
improvement, he admitted, and would 
corrvenience the companies in routings 
and the like. However, he said, the 
saving would probably be limited to 
between $200,000 and $300,000. He 


added, however, that the present serv-. 


ice in Washington is far above the aver- 
age. 

The only possible way to reduce cost, 
he said, is by tncreasing the number 
of one-man cars. The Capital Traction 
Co. has no one-man cars, he said, but 
he declared that he favored the new 
ones-which the Washington Railway & 
Electric Co. has recently put into op- 
eration, 

Ham and Hanna sat through a part 
of the business procedure of the associ- 
ation, during which several sharp darts 
— fired at the street railway campa- 
nies. . 

When they sat down several of those 
present rose and asked questions, all of 
which were marked by frankness, and 
several of which carried unfavorable 
implications. However, the. visiting 
utility heads bore it all with a smile, 
although it was plain some of the pro- 
cedure ranked in their minds. Ham 
declared he could not have anything 
= of him that had not been said be- 
ore. 

A resolution introduced by J. Clinton 
Hyatt opposing the bond issue was re- 
ferred to the committee on law and fis- 
cal relations for study.

Smiling as she brandished a revolver 
and commanded “stick ‘em up,” 4

SUBURBAN AUTO TAGS 
CALL FOR NEW RULE 


Eldridge Directed to Draft 
Regulation to Enforce State 
Reciprocity Pacts. 


The board of District commissioners 
yesterday instructed Director of Traffic 
M. O. Eldridge to draft a traffic regula- 
tion governing issuance of District auto- 
mobile licemses and identification tags 
to residents of surrounding States. 

Residents of Virginia and Maryland 
are not given such tags, but it is as a 
result of a reciprocity agreement be- 
tween the District and ‘the States. 
When the point was raised several days 
ago in the case of a Maryland resident 
who has had a District tag for several 
years it was found that there is no law 
and no local regulation covering the 
point. 

There is the agreement, however, and 
the pact goes so far into detail as to 
describe a motorist’s residence as_the 
place where he sleeps. The commission- 
ers have ruled that no one who des 
not habitually sleep in the District is 
entitled under the agreement to a Dis- 
trict tag and have asked Eldridge to 
submit to them a formal rule covering 
the subject. At present the only penalty 
provided is_afine of not-to exceed $100 
for a person misrepresenting his resi- 
dence in applying for a license. 


ELDRIDGE-DIPLOMAT

Kellogg Says He Will Investi- 
gate Row With Legation 
Clerk.

TRAFFIC ACCIDENTS GAIN 


Robberies in Washington increased 
from 11 in November to 48 last 
month. These/figures on the winter 
crime wave, which caused Maj. Edwin 
B. Hesses, superintendent of police, to 


urge his force to increased activity a 
week ago, were made known yesterday 
when the monthly arrest and crime re- 
port of the police department for De- 
cember was given publicity. 

Arrest also increased’ over those of 
November, although they did not reach 
the October total. December arrests 
numbered 7,495, as compared with 
6,657 the preceding month and 8,241 in 
October. 

The usual 40 per cent, or 3,080, were 
arrests for violations of traffic regula- 
tions; 1,214 were for violations of the 
Sheppard law against intoxication and 
drinking in public; 442 were for Vol- 
stead act infringements having to do 
with sale, manufacture, transportation 
and possession of liquor; 288 were for 
felonies, and 1,763 for misdemeanors. 

Whereas there were 48 robberies, 
there were only 33 arrests for robbery. 
There were six murders and five arrests 
for murder. enty-six persons at- 
tempted suicide, only seven of them be- 
ing successful, as compared with 15 
suicides and 15 other attempts in No- 
vember, the month in which two per- 
sons leaped from the.top of Washington 
monument. 

There was an increase in the number 
of traffic accidents, those in December 
reaching a total of 603, as compared 
with 572 the preceding month. Five 
victims were killed and a like number 
received serious injuries; 330 were 
slightly hurt, and appreciable property 
damage occurred in 425 cases.

The industrial alcohol question was 
also touched on last night by Deets 
Pickett, research secretary of the board 
of temperance, prohibition and public 
morals of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church.

Stayton Replies to Gary 
On Volstead Law Stand 


(By the Associated Press.) 

Elbert H. Gary, of the United States 
Steel Corporation, drew the fire yester- 
day of W. H. Stayton, national chair- 
man of the Association Against the 
Prohibition Amendment, who assailed 
him particularly for his expressed view 
that. the Volstead law had benefited 
American workmen. 


“No one can question,” sald Stayton 


in a formal statement, “that it is not 
only the right but the duty of the of- 
ficers of the steel corporation or for the 
corporation itself to do anything it can 
to increase the effectiveness of the work 
of its employes. 

“But when a corporation asks the

“For if a government can take away 
a workman’s right to a glass of beer 
and thereby stop his capacity to enjoy 
himself, it can easily take away Judge 
Gary’s opera box so as to make him put 
in more time at his work and to pro- 
duce more for the laborer.” 


Capital’s Liquor Record 
Cited by House Member 


Prohibition violation is rampant in 
Washington, one place where the drys 
can not contend that the local police 
do not cooperate with the Federal offi- 
cials, Representative John J. Cochran, 
new member from Massachusetts, de- 
clared yesterday in introducing a Dill 
for the modification of the Volstead 
act. 

Mr. Cochran cited figures which he 
said were prepared by Maj. Hesse, 
superintendent of police. There were 
19,209 arrests here last year for viola- 
tion of the Sheppard and Volstead laws, 
Mr. Cochran said. Under the Sheppard 
law, which includes intoxication on the 
public highways and driving vehicles 
while intoxicated, he continued, 13,004 
persons were arrested, while there were 
5,305 arrests for violation of the Vol- 
stead act. 

In addition, he said, there were 
seizures of 126,019 quarts of alcohol, 
brandy, gin, whisky, wine, beer, rum, 
champagne and cognac, 59,515 gallons 
of mash, 103 stills and 590 motor ve- 
hicles. Only 64 persons were arrested 
for manufacturing whisky, he _ said, 


while 1,120 were arrested for transport- 
ing liquor from the hip pocket flask up | 
to truck loads.

Suit of Negro for Vote in. 
Texas May Involve Cam- 
paign Funds. 


FED 


STATE TO DEFEND LAWS 


(Bg the Associated Press.) 

The question of the jurisdiction of 
the Federal government over State pri- 
mary elections was precipitated in the 
Supreme Court yesterday in a case from 
Texas. 

The appeal, which was prosecuted by 
the Natignal Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Colored People, was re- 
garded of vital importance in ‘determin- 
ing not anly the franchise rights of ne- 
groes in Texas but generally through- 
out the South. It was asserted by asso- 


ciation counsel that should the Texas 
law be sustained the negroes in the 
South would be effectively disfranchised 
by State legislation restricting their 
rights in primaries. The association de- 
clared that in the South the real con- 
test over candidates occurs in the pri- 
maries and that the general elections 
are merely perfunctory. 

Leaders in Congress looked to the 
case as promising to bring a decision 
which would be helpful in deciding to 
what extent Federal laws relating to 
primary expenditures could be made ef- 
fective and also which might aid in the 
solution of some of the problems which 
are expected to arise in considering the 
credentials of Senators Vare, of Penn- 
sylvania, and Smith, of Illinois. 

L. A. Nixon, of El Paso, a négro who 
had for years voted the Democratic 
ticket, was refused permission to vote 
in the Democratic primaries under the 
law of 1923 which prohibited negroes 
from voting in Democratic primaries. 
He brought suit against the election of- 
ficials, which the trial court dismissed 
on the ground that the State law relat- 
ing to primaries did not present a Fed- 
eral question. 

The election officials did not present 
any defense on the appeal and were not 
represented in the court yesterday by 
counsel. Attorney General Moody, who 
is soon to become governor of the State, 
obtained permission from the court to 
file a brief on behalf of the State, de- 
fending the validity of the law and 
questioning Federal jurisdiction.

SEES MELLON “MACHINE” 


Harrisburg, Pa., Jan. 4 (By A. P.).— 
Charges that Senator-elect William 8. 
Vare’s Republican nomination for that 


office was “partly bought and partly 
stolen” were made by Gov. Gifford Pin- 
chot in his final message to the Penn- 
sylvania legislature today. The “Mel- 
lon machine in Pittsburgh,” and the 
“Mitten machine” were assailed by the 
governor. 

Declaring that he had refused to 
support Vare in the elections for that 
reason, Gov. Pinchot said: “I have no 
doubt that Vare deserves to be and will 
be excluded from the Senate, but 
whether he is, the mere fact that a 
senator-elect from Pennsylvania is in 
danger of losing his seat because of 
scandalous expenditures in the primary 
and notorious cheating in the election 
is a bitter disgrace to this community.” 

Gov. Pinchot opposed Senator-elect 
Vare and Senator George Wharton Pep- 
per in the primaries, Vare gaining the 
nomination by votes rolled up in Phila- 
delphia, his home town. 

Two “political machines,” the “Mel- 
lon machine in Pittsburgh and the 
Mitten machine in Philadelphia,” he 
said, “spread their black, hawk-like 
shadows over the community, borne 
upon the wings of eminent respectabil- 
ity and organized crime.” 

“For many years,” the governor said, 
“the politics of this State has been run 
as a part of the business of interests. 
What these interests buy is rnioninter- 
ference, extortionate rates allowed pub- 
lic utilities and other special privileges 
for themselves at the expense of the 
people.” 

The governor described as one wing 
of the political machines “men who de- 
pend for their living and their power 
on liquor, crime and vice.” 

“The other,” he said, “consists of men 
who are so tied in with the business or- 
ganization of the magnates that they 
profit from the existence of the ma- 
chine; partly of business men who are 
held in fear because of their loans and 
credits; partly of the generally decent 
citizens who follow the magnates be- 
cause they assume that if a man is rich 
enough he can do no wrong; partly of 
persons who can not resist the craving 
to stand well with those in power, and 
partly of such of the ostensibly respec- 
table elements of the community as are 
willing (in Pittsburgh, for example) to 
shut their eyes and make common cause 
with gangsters, vote thieves, divekeepers 
and criminals because of the social and 
financial eminence of the Mellon 
name.”

Chicago, Jan. 4 (By ... P.) —Senators- 
elect Frank L. Smith, of Illinois, and 
William Vare, of Pennsylvania, should 
be barred from the Senate at once, and 
not be permitted to take the oath of 
office prior to any action the Senate 
may take, declared Senator “Pat” Har- 
rison, of Mississippi, Democrat, in an 
address before the Jewish Arts club 
here tonight. 

“A Senate committee for months has 
made thorough investigation,” said 
Senator Harrison.

urged against hasty and heated action, 
and at his suggestion Commander Will- 
lam Mitchell appointed a special com- 
mittee which drafted the more mod- 
erately phrased resolution _ finally 
adopted, calling on Congress to act to 
relieve the veterans’ difficulties and de- 
claring that it was the patriotic duty 
of the bankers to do everything they 
can to help. 

To the continued pleas of government 
Officials that banks accept certificates 
freely was added yesterday that of the 
American Legion in a message sent by 
John Thomas Taylor, vice chairman of 
the national legislative committee of 
the organization, to Melvin A. Traylor, 
of the First Trust & Savings Bank, Chi- 
cago, who is president of the American 
Bankers association. 

The first ray of hope of a solu- 
tion apparently came from Representa- 
tive Rankin, of Mississippi, who an- 
nounced his purpose to have the House 
ways and means committee make a 
thorough and impartial investigation of 
the reported difficulties encountered by 
veterans in an effort to work out more 
efficient machinery. Mr. Rankin said 
he planned to introduce a resolution 
directing this committee to look into 
the matter with a view to formulating 
any remedial legislation that may. be 
found necessary. 

If the banks do not want to lend the 
money on these gilt-edged securities, 
Mr. Rankin said, there is no reason 
why the government can not do it. 

“Certainly,” he said, “the veterans 
should not be permitted to gain the 
impression that they have been handed 
gold bricks.” 

Chairman Green, of the ways and 
means committee, which prepared the 
bonus act, was represented as being 
inclined to let the matter rock along 
in the belief that it will finally adjust 
itself. ‘ | 

It is more than likely, though, Mr. 
Rankin said, that the red tape and 
other undesirable features which the 
bankers are finding in connection with 
the act can be easily remedied. 

“In cases where there is a real need 
for the money,” he said, “I should 
think, something other than money 
making would be the guiding influ- 
ence.” 

Mrs. Edith Nourse Rogers, represen- 
tative from Massachusetts, introduced 
a bill yesterday to authorize the direc- 
tor of the veterans’ bureau to lend 
money directly to ‘veterans on their 
certificates, eliminating when neces- 
sary all dealings through banks. A 
similar course had been proposed 
earlier by ‘veterans’ representatives. 

The plea of the American Legion 
voiced by Mr. Taylor in his message to 
Mr. Traylor was based on patriotic 
grounds. 

Money in the hands of the veterans’ 
bureau, Mr. Taylor urged, was adequate 
to cover banks against any possible 
losses and “disposes of the question of 
safety.” The Federal Reserve banks are 
required by law to rediscount certificate 
loans made by the banks and “this 
disposes of the question of tying up 
bank funds.” 

‘“‘Therefore,” he continued, “there 
only remains the question of whether 
the bank officials of the nation are 
willing to sacrifice a little time and 
trouble in behalf of the men who freely 
gave on the average nearly a year 
of their time to the colors eight years 
ago. 


Cites Veterans’ Sacrifices. 


“Unlike the making of these loans 
this sacrifice of time on the part of the 
veterans was accompanied by great risk ( 
not of money but of life itself. The 
type of man who now needs to borrow 
upon his certificate is the very type 
of man who has insufficient funds to 
maintain a bank account and therefore 
would not previously be a customer of 
the bank from which he seeks a loan. 

“We appeal to you as the head of the 
American Bankers association to remind 
your members that they should not so 
soon forget the sacrifices of these men 
eight short years ago, fuom which your 
members, among others, were the bene- 
ficiaries.” 

The reasons which had previously 
been expressed by Washington bank- 
ers as constraining them to their 
policy, were repeated by Mr. Traylor 
in his reply to Mr. Taylér, reported in 
an Associated Press dispatch from Chi- 
cago. 

Identification an Issue. 


Fear of red tape in connection with 
payment of defaulted loans and doubt 
in the matter of proper identification 
and genuineness of signatures were 
given by Mr. Traylor in the dispatch 
as the reasons why banks generally 
have hesitated to loan freely to vet- 
erans on the certificates. 

“Impression is that the government 
will be hypercritical on the question 
of signatures and identification,” Mr. 
Traylor said in part. “This, in my 
opinion, is the deterring factor, rather 
than the question of: slowness of pay- 
ment or tying up of funds. If proper 
authorities can give reassuring pub- 
licity on this point, I am sure the 
attitude of the banks in general will 
be entirely favorable. - 

“I feel that the government should 
be as liberal in its provisions for as- 
suring banks of prompt liquidation of 
defaulted loans as is possible, and that 
the banks of the country should and 
will be glad to make this small contri- 
bution to the welfare of the former sol- 
dier.” 

A similar explanation was given in 
a’ statement made public from the 
headquarters of the American Bankers 
association here last night by Thomas 
B. Paton, general counsel. The legal 
difficulties surrounding identification 
of veterans was largely responsible for 
the slowness of banks to accept the 
certificate, Mr. Paton said.

for the three 1924 cruisers was not a 
change in the presidential policy or 
anything other than the orderly devel- 
opment of the naval building program. 

The President in his budget message 
said: 

“I feel it would be unfortunate at 
this time and ‘not in keeping with our 
attitude toward these negotiations to 
commence the construction of these 
three cruisers. Rather do I recommend 
to Congress the enactment of legisla- 
tion which will extend the time for be- 
ginning their construction.” 

At the time the message was read this 
was interpreted by House leaders to 
mean that no money should be appro- 
priated for these cruisers, a position 
now abandoned. 

The second point of conflict between 
the House and the administration is 
in the matter of gun elevation. The 
House tried in 1924 to have the guns 
on our battleships elevated and at that 
time Charles E. Hughes, Secretary of 
State, gave it as his opinion that al- 
though elevation was not specifically 
prohibited in the treaty, to do so would 
be a violation of the spirit of the docu- 
ment. 

Yesterday Butler told the naval af- 
fairs committee he wished to apologize 
for his previous support vr the admin- 
istration’s position and that he was 
ready to support gun elevation from 
the floor. 

The full committee ordered Rear Ad- 
mirals John D. Beuret and C. C. Bloch 
to redraft their bill for modernization 
of the Oklahoma and Nevada, so as to 
provide specifically for elevation of the 
guns to 30 degrees, an increase of 15 
degrees. 

This change in elevation would give 
the American vessels a range increase 
of 7 miles and make their guns 
effective over a greater distance than 
any warships afloat. 


Many Britten Changes. 


Under the Britten bill the same 
changes would be made on the Florida, 
Utah, Arkansas, Wyoming, Pennsyl- 
vania, Arizona, New York, Texas, Mis-

“When one realizes that 13 of our 
18 battleships are outranged by every 
big gun on each of the 20 British first- 
line ships, he is, of course, amazed 
and startled, but when he further com- 
prehends that none of our ships has a 
speed greater than 21 knots an hour 
and 17 of the British ships have speed 
ranging from 22 to 30 knots, he begins 
to wonder what would happen to us 


in so uneven a conflict as here presents 
itself.’

propriated for 88 ships of war, and Italy 
has built or appropriated for 46 ships 
of war. 

“The United States scrapped 842,380 
tons as a result of that conference, and 
since the conference we have built or 
appropriated for 120,909.

Revolutionaries also tore up the rail- 
road tracks and’ burned bridges at 
points between Torreon and Saltillo. 

Three rival states legislatures, each 
claiming to be the legal body, have es- 
tablished themselves at Puebla, causing 
fear that there may be armed clashes 
between the rival political groups.

also with due regard to the rights and 
obligations of the United States em- 
bodied in existing treaty with the gov- 
ernment of Nicaragua, which obliga- 
tions as well as the treaty rights of 
the United States, in the opinion of 
the House of Representatives, require 
the United States government to sSup- 
port the constitutional government of

ernment of Nicaragua. 


Chicago, Jan. 4 (By A. P.).—While

Leon Tashjian, deputy Federal mar- 
shal, alleged to have offered Thomas 
Smith, another deputy, $15,000 to in- 
clude the name of Joseph Plunkett, son 
of a former police captain, in the venire 
from which the jury was selected, was 
suspended from duty and arraigned 
with Plunkett on a charge of con- 
spiracy to obstruct justice. Tashjian’s 
bond was placed at $1,000 and Plun- 
kett’s at $10,000. A hearing was or- 
dered for January 17. 

Tashjian denied that he had con- 
fessed, as previously reported. He 
blamed the accusation against him on 
politics. 

Deputy Marshall Smith was ques- 
tioned because of his failure to report 
when approached with a bribe but later 
was declared exonerated and continued 
with his duties. 

Federal Judge Fitzhenry, of Bloom- 
ington, who presided at the trial of 
Hoffman, Druggan, Lake and the oth- 
ers, today directed that every person, 
even those indirectly involved in the 
trial, be called for questioning and an- 
nounced that he would come to Chi- 
cago Friday or Saturday for hearings. 

The investigation has failed to show 
any actual bribery, said Hopé Thomp- 
son, first assistant Federal district at- 
torney, but he promised further de- 
velopments, involving, among: others,

The so-called Nicaraguan treaty, to 
which President Coolidge yesterday had 
reference, gives the United States gov- 
ernment proprietary rights for the con- 
struction and operation of an oceanic 
canal by a Nicaraguan route, provides 
for the lease of certain islands and 
the right to establish a naval base on 
the Gulf of Fonseca. 

In the preamble of the treaty it is 
stated that the United States may con- 
struct the canal “by any route Over 
Nicaraguan territory, whenever the con- 
struction of such canal shall be 
deemed by the government of the 
United States conducive to the interests 
of both countries.” ‘The government 
of Nicaragua then goes on record as 
“wishing to facilitate im every way pos- 
sible the successful maintenance and 
operation of the Panama canal.” 

Thus, it is pointed out here, the 


the standpoint of the Panama canal 
and the future security of the United 
States is unmistakably on record and 
the reasons which give the United 
States an.especial interest and duty in 
Nicaraguan affairs are clarified. 


Provisions of Treaty. 


Arti€ie 1 of the treaty 
lows: 

“The government of Nicaragua grants 
in perpetuity to the government of the 
United States, forever free from all 
taxation or other public charge, the 
exclusive proprietary rights necessary 
and convenient for the construction, 
operation and maintenance of an inter-

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Secretary Insists 
Edison Sleeps Little 


West Orange, N. J., Jan. 4 (By A. P). 
Thomas A. Edison sleeps very little 
more than four hours a night, and 
that’s no myth, William H. Meadow- 


croft, secretary to the aged inventor, 
said today in reply to the statement of 
Dr. H. M. Johnson of the Mellon In- 


stitute of Industrial Research, at Pitts- 
burgh, that “the legend has long been 
a standing joke among Edison's .asso- 
ciates. 

“I have been associated with Mr. 
Edison for 45 years,’’ Mr. Meadowcroft 
said, “and I know that up until two 
or three years ago he did not sleep 
over four or five hours a night. At the 
urging of Mrs. Edison he increased his 
sleep to about six and one-half hours 
a night, but even now he sometimes 
works through without any sleep.” 
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PROTECTING AMERICA’S 
INTERESTS. 

The American public and foreign gov- 
ernments are at last in possession of ac- 
curate information regarding the fixed 
policy of the United States government in 
dealin;; with the situation that has de- 
veloped in Nicaragua. After yesterday’s 
cabinet meeting, at which the subject 
was discussed, President Coolidge made 
his position and policy unmistakably 
clear. | 

The United States government has in- 
terests in Nicaragua quite distinct from 
the interests of individual American citi- 
zens. It is the intention of the govern- 
ment to protect its own interests as well 
as the lives and properties of its citizens. 

Under the Bryan-Chamorro treaty of 
1916 the United States acquired by pur- 
chase a grant in perpetuity of the right 
to construct an interoceanic canal 
through Nicaragua, and another grant in 
perpetuity of the right to establish a 
naval base in Fonseca bay. It also ac- 
quired a 99-year lease of Big Corn and 
Little Corm islands, in the Caribbean, 
with an option of renewal for an addi- 
tional 99 years. The object sought in 
leasing these islands is the better protec- 
tion of the approaches to the Panama 
Canal. 

Anarchy in Nicaragua, or the substitu- 
tion of a communist regime for a respon- 
sible government there, would jeopardize 
the vital interests of the United States in 
the matter of communication between the 
Atlantic and Pacific oceans. The security 
of the American coasts depends upon the 
maintenance of canal communications 
whereby the United States fleet may pass 
yuickly from one ocean into the other. 

ooner or later another canal must be 
rovided, and there is no other feasible 
route than that which traverses Nica- 
ragua. In acquiring this route the United 
States has not infringed upon the rights 
of any other nation, but, on the contrary, 
in assuming the burden of constructing, 
maintaining and fortifying the canal it 
is conferring benefit upon all nations. 

The United States can not permit 
Mexico to undermine the government of 
Nicaragua. Rear Admiral Latimer has 
stopped gun-running on the Atlantic 
coast of Nicaragua. It is reported that 
an expedition from Mexico has landed on 
the Pacific coast of Nicaragua. It is ob- 
viously the duty of Admiral Latimer to 
move in and neutralize the Pacific ports 
and disarm the forces he may find there. 
No filibusters from Mexico should be per- 
mitted to touch foot on Nicaraguan soil. 
' President Coolidge has done well to 


clarify the public mind as to the true | 


situation. He is not only warranted in 
excluding Mexican armed forces from 
Nicaragua, but he could not do otherwise 


and protect the vital interests of the 
United States. 


NEEDLESS POLICE RADIO. 


The local government is considering the 
advisability of installing a modern broadcast- 
ing station atop the District building. The 
superintendent of police has let it be known 
that such equipment would be of service to his 
department for quick communication to the 
various precinct stations and to transmit to 
other cities descriptions of ‘missing’ persons 
and fugitives from justice, and the District 
electrical engineer feels that the installation 
might be of service in connection with the sig- 
nal services of both the police and fire depart- 
ments. The police department has been mak- 
ing occasional use of a local private broadcast- 
ing station, but frequently is unable to get on 
the air at the desired time. 

A broadcasting station is expensive to pur- 
chase and even more expensive to operate, as 
many institutions and business concerns 
have found out. Although an_ installation 
might come in handy to the police from time 
to time, it is questionable whether it would be 
used sufficiently to justify its expense. In 
great emergencies. the privately owned sta- 
tions are always available, and it is eertain 


: _ that the operators would not hesitate to turn _ 


over their facilities instantly. ‘ 

A municipal broadcasting station is a pretty 
toy, although an expensive one, as New York 
_ city, which not long ago put into operation a 
_ complete equipment, found out. For the time 
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being, at least until radio engineers perfect a 
type of installation suitable to this peculiar 
kind of service, it would be wise for the police 
department.to try to get along with its present 
facilities and devote its time to the apprehen- 
sion of suspected murderers, of whom there 
are several at large.

A LONE HAND IN CHINA. 


Chairman Porter, of the House committee 
on foreign affairs, has offered a concurrent 
resolution requesting the President to enter 
into direct negotiations with China to the end 
that treaties may be made between the United 
States and China on an—equal and reciprocal 
basis. The resolution recites the fact that the 
efforts of the Chinese people to establish: their 
republic on a firm basis are hampered by un- 
just treaties to which the United States is a 
party. Conditions, says the resolution, have 
become worse, so that China is about to de- 
nounce, the treaties that oppress her. The 
resolution adds: 


The present situation in the Far East is 
one which renders it especially expedient 
that the United States of America should 
now free itself from entangling relations 
with other powers whose interests and 
policies are not identical with those of the 
United States, especially such as are con- 
cerned with the traffic in opium; the oc- 
cupation of important and strategic ports 
of China; the exercise of political jurisdic- 
tion in connection with railway conces- 
sions; and, in general, the sanction of 
measures which infringe or tend to in- 
fringe upon China’s sovereignty and ad- 
ministrative integrity. 


China is determined to throw off the shack- 
les of foreign control. The people of that im- 
mense nation are moving rapidly in the direc- 
tion of organized self-government on a re- 
publican basis. They are entitled to the sym- 
pathy and cooperation of the United States. 

There is nothing advantageous to the United 
States in joining a junta of powers for the 
purpose of imposing their will upon China. 


\ 
The suggestion from London that a tripartite 


arrangement be made by Great Britain, France 
and the United States, in order to present a 
“united front” to China, is offensive to Ameri- 
cans and contrary to American traditions. 

Anti-British feeling is rising in China to a 
dangerous degree, as manifested by mob at- 
tacks at Hankow and elsewhere. This antago- 
nism to British influence is a matter that does 
not concern the United States, and it would be 
folly for the United States to entangle itself in 
the difficulties that confront European powers 
in their attempts to take unjust advantage of 
China.

Now is the opportune time for the United 
States to separate itself from other nations in 
dealing with China. It can and should make 
separate treaties with China, and it should 
withdraw from any concert of action with 
European powers in dealing with China. Their 
interests..are not.American.interests...Their 
methods‘are not American methods. The in- 
fluence of the United States should not be em- 
ployed for the furtherance of European 
schemes in the Far East. 

The adoption of the Porter resolution by 
Congress would help the President to reestab- 
lish the traditional American principle of 
avoidance of foreign entanglements. 


A TRAFFIC DECISION. 


Approximately a year ago the police placed 
under arrest the driver of a solid-tired truck 
being operated against the regulation barring 
such vehicles from Sixteenth street. In police 
court a $10 fine was assessed for the offense, 
and the defendant took the case to the Court 
of Appeals, claiming that the regulation was 
discriminatory and hence illegal. Yesterday 
the appellate court sustained the conviction 
and established definitely the right of the traf- 
fic director to make reasonable regulations to 
carry out the provisions of the act to establish 
arterial highways or boulevards for the pur- 
pose of expediting motor vehicle traffic. One 
obvious purpose of the act was to provide for 
greater speed on the arterial highways. This 
can not be accomplished without barring solid- 
tired trucks, which can not be maneuvered or 
controlled as a passenger car, and the speed of 
which is specifically limited by the traffic reg- 
ulations, 

The Court of Appeals has given no decision 
regarding another case testing the right of 
the traffic director to bar horse-drawn vehicles 
from arterial highways, a regulation which 
the police ‘court some time ago held to be in- 
valid. The two cases hold so much in common, 
however, that it is not too much to hope’ that 


the decision regarding horse-drawn vehicles. 


will be similar to that handed down in regard 
to trucks. 


SCENTS FOR BOLL WEEVILS. 

The relative value of the olfactory nerve of 
a cotton boll weevil in compassing his own 
destruction is a problem to which the bureau 
of entomology of the Department of Agricul- 
ture has turned its attention. That bureau 
has accurate information aS to the digestive 
processes of the insect, and is fully advised as 
to the locomotive activities of the pest, but up 
to the present moment no scientist in all that 
most scientific of the Federal departments has 


first-hand information as to the power of the 


ganglia which connect the nose of the weevil 
with the brain cells. _ 

Unfortunately the bibliography devoted to 
the smelling power of all weevils is scant. 
Weevils were the common inhabitants of ship’s 
biscuits in the days of John Paul Jones, and 
while they are closely related to the boll 
weevil of the cotton belt they were not exactly 
identical in anatomical structure with those 
predatory insects. However, it might be 
thought that as weevils have been known to 
sailors and scientists for more than a century 
there would be available to the investigators 
of the Department of Agriculture some printed 
work to aid them in their efforts to determine 
the sensitiveness of the insects to odors, but 
none such exist. 


The task which the delvers into the mys- - 


teries of nature have set for themselves is no 
easy one. To ascertain the smelling abilities 
of man and the lower vertebrates ig compara- 
tively easy; all that is necessary is to trace 
the connections of the olfactory lobe through 
the tubular process, which is continuous with 
that of the presencephalic ventricle, through 
the cribriform plate of the ethmoid bone and 
its ramifications through the Schneliderian mu- 
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‘cous membrane of the nose. But as the weevil, 


boll or biscuit, has no cribriform plate and no 
ethmoid bone it will be necessary to find some | 


other passage through the Schneiderian mu- 
cous membrane, 

Those agricultural scentists will find»the 
way, and/having discovered that the rest will 
be easy. They will be able to spread the in- 
formation through a very large number of 
the 2,100 county agents as to just what brand 
of perfume is most agreeable to boll weevils. 
The perfume will then be scattered through 
the entire cotton belt, where it will have the 
same effect upon the insects as the singing .of 
the Lorelei had upon the Rhine boatmen—they 
will be drawn to their doom. And that’s the 
object of the deep study now attracting the en- 
ergies of the entomologists. 


COMPULSORY AUTO INSURANCE, 


Massachusetts hereafter will license no 
motor vehicle until the owner thereof has 
posted, a substantial bond to cover accident 
liabilities or has exhibited an imsurance 
policy covering the same risks. This is the 
first compulsory automobile insurance law in 
the country, and the experiment is being 
watched with a great deal of interest. 

Compulsory automobile insurance is an at- 
tempt to establish the owner’s ‘financial re- 
sponsibility should his vehicle cause bodily 
harm or property damage. The day of the 
irresponsible motorist in Massachusetts has 
passed. If an individual can not afford to in- 
sure his car against liability, he can not drive. 
No one can deny that in theory at least the 
scheme is right, for whoever operates an in- 
strument as potentially dangerous as a motor 
car should be both competent and responsible. 
Experience alone will prove the practicability; 
of the legislation. Possibly it will result in 
an extraordinary number of improperly found- 
ed claims for damages, or even a wave of 
irresponsible driving by operators who feel 
that all personal responsibility has peen trans- 
ferred to an insurance company. In the main, 
however, it would seem that these difficulties 
would be matters of temporary importance, and 
that: once the plan has become established it 
will create an improved. situation. Should 
compulsory insurance work out well :in 
Massachusetts the plan undoubtedly will be 
copied throughout the country.

A SUPREME COURT CASE. 


The United States Supreme Court has be- 
fore it one of the most important cases in 
recent years—the question of valuation of 
railroads. The act of Congress giving the 
Interstate Commerce Commission authority to 
value the railroads has been a matter of con- 
troversy for many years. ‘It was enacted when 
public prejudice against the railroads was 
aroused to a high pitch. The language of 
the statute is very broad, practically leaving 
the matter entirely to the judgment of the 
commission. 

Many decisions of the courts have been 
rendered touching the method employed by 
the commission in the valuation of railroads. 
Collateral decisions have been rendered by 
the higher courts, one especially by the United 
States Supreme Court, relating to the valua- 
tion of the Indianapolis water plant and the 
proper rates to be charged under that valua- 
tion. This latter decision was a victory for 
the public utility, since the court decreed that 
rates might be charged in order-to bring an 
average return of 7 per cent on a valuation 
based on the amount of capital required to 
replace the utility. 

The case now before the Supreme Court 
arises from the contention of the Los Angeles 
& Salt Lake railroad that its property should 
be valued at $70,000,000, and not $45,000,000 
as determined by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. The railroad claims that its 
valuation should be the amount of capital 
required to rebuild it. If the Supreme Court 
follows what appears to be the logic of its 
former decisions, it will overthrow the de- 
cision of the commission, and lay down a 
fixed rule for the valuation of railroads. 

If the rule in the Indianapolis case is fol- 
lowed, it is not unlikely: that the commission 
will be obliged tg amend its method and in- 
crease the estimated value of railroads, for 
rate-making purposes. No wonder this issue. 
involves far-reaching consequences. 

One of the important points involved is the 
change in the purchasing power of the dollar 
since most of the railroads were constructed. 


| If between 1880 and 1914 the value of the 


dollar was 100 cents in purchasing power, it 
is worth today something like 65 cents. If 
the valuation of the railroads now is the num- 
ber of dollars they spent many years ago, the 
estimate in today’s dollar will be about one- 
third more. . . 

If the valuation is based on cost of reproduc- 
tion in today’s dollar, freight and passenger 


.rates to bring in a 6 per cent return on that 


valuation will be boosted to a very high level.

NEW YORK PHILHARMONIC 


SORES IN CONCERT HERE 


Masterpiece by Beethoven 
Proves High Light Under 
Mengelberg Direction. 


PRAISE FOR CONDUCTOR 


Beethoven’s immortal masterpiece, 
the “Symphony No. 5 in C.Minor,” was 
the high light of the concert given by 
the New York Philharmonic Society 


Orchestra at the National theater yes- 
terday afternoon under the direction of 
Withelm Mengelberg, the Dutch con- 
ductor. The concert was given under 
the local management of the T. Arthur 
Smith Concert bureau. 

The symphony was beautifully om A 
ed, “the andante motto,” the usual 
stumbling block in the movements of 
this classic, being given with a dis- 
criminating tempo, and the power and 
depth of feeling that distinguishes this 
great work was evident at all times 
during its rendition. 

The Philharmonic orchestra never 
was heard here to better advantage. 
The orchestral tone was rich, sonorous 
or charmingly modulated to gentler 
uses, But whatever the particular voice 
of the moment, the tone always was 
warm and always excellent in balance 
and proportion. It was clear that all 
the players were on their mettle and 
each and every man well deserved 
the generous applause which greeted 
the conclusion of the symphony. There 
are few dynamics about Mr. Mengel- 
berg’s method of conducting, but his 
beat is all-compelling, and his virile 
leadership brings the happy response 
from his men of Zest and quickened 
ardor. 

In his reading of the symphony, Mr 
Mengelberg did not let his listeners lose 
a single detail and the sweep of the 
ee gph was noble and heroic. 

same treatment was apparent 
in the three great Wagner preludes 
which opened the program. engel- 
berg knows his Wagner equally as well 
as his Beethoven, and there was grip 
and sweep and eloquence in all of them 
as the titanic melodies rolled forth 
in the “Die Meistersinger Prelude,” the 
“Lohengrin Prelude” and the “Prelude 
and Finale, ‘Tristan and  Isolde,’.” 
There were not only the great chords 
forming a majestic background, but 
and there lyric beauty and 
through all an emotional pulse which 
held the audience tense until the 
preludes were concluded. 
Altogether the concert was truly 
notable performance and the frequent 
applause was well earned.

Annapolis, Md., Jan. 4.—The general 
assembly of Maryland will convene here 
tomorrow for the usual 90-day session. 
The Democrats, controlling both houses 
by substantial majorities, will have the 
distribution of practically all of the 
“plums.” 


State Senator David G. McIntosh, of 
Baltimore county, is expected to be 
named president of the senate, and 
Maj. E. Brooke Lee, of the Montgomery 
county delegation, is likely to become 
speaker of the house. 

In the senate, the other officers will 
be: Secretary, Emerson C. Crothers, 
Cecil county; reading clerk, Andrew 
Schaub, Howard county in the house, 
Albert J. Almoney, of Baltimore city, 
will be named chief clerk, and Clarence 
Wolf, of Baltimore, reading clerk. 

Perhaps the biggest fight to be staged 
at this session will be over the State 
roads commission’s plan to increase the 
tax on gasoline to 44 cents, to create a 
fund for lateral roads and elimination 
of grade crossings.

The usual “wet-and-dry” battle also 
is in the offing. The Antisaloon league 
forces will present another State en- 
forcement measure. The State admin- 
istration is admittedly opposed to such 
a law. 

Immediately following the opening 
ceremorties Gov. Ritchie will read his 
regular ‘message to the assembly at a 
joint session of the two houses. 

In the meantime preparations are go- 
ing forward for the inauguration of 
Gov.

only a few seconds ahead of the blast.

Capt. Cornec, in describing the blast, 
aid a “terrible pillar of flame and 
smoke came pouring from the hatch of 
No. 3 hold.

Alexandria’s free night school opened 
last night in the Lee school building 
with approximately 60 pupils in attend- 
ance, and three teachers. Sessions will 


be held each Tuesday and Thursday 
evening, from 7:30 until 9 o’clock, the 
classes belng equivalent’to those of 
the graded schools. 

The principal work last night was 
the organizing of the pupils into three 
classes, with Mrs. C. W. Houston, Miss 
Winnie Cox and Mrs. Robinson as 
teachers. Mrs. George R. Buddin is 
supervisor. Free books will be fur- 
nished the pupils through the gen- 
erosity of a citizen whose name has 
been withheld, and the only expenses 
of the school will be the salaries of the 
teachers and a janitor. 

It is expected the enrollment will be 
considerably larger after the sessions 
are well under way. Many of those at- 
tending are employed during the day, 
and have not been able to take ad- 
vantage of the public schools. 

Although the public school system in 
Alexandria is one of the oldest in the 
country, this is the first free night 
school ever opened here, it is under- 
stood. The school has the indorsement 
of several civic bodies, including the 
Alexandria Trades council, which rep- 
resents all branches of organized labor 
in this vicinity. 


GATES HELD BY GUARDS 


Denver, Colo., Jan. 4 (By A. P.).— 
Entrenched in the State penitentiary 
at Canon City with an arsenal, which 
includes machine guns, Warden Thom- 
as J. Tynan tonight defied Gov. Clar- 
ence J. Morley of Colorado to enforce 
an executive order suspending hirh and 
appointing an acting warden. 

Whether the machine guns form a 
part of the warden’s first line of de- 


fense against any attempted invasion 
of the prison by Sheriff Clifford R. 
Glasson, of Fremont county, named by 
the governor to serve in Tynan’s place, 
was a matter of controversy. 

Gov. Morley, in announcing the sus- 
pension of Tynan, declared he had re- 
liable information that the warden had 
mounted a machine gun commanding 
the main entrance to the prison, to re- 
inforce his patrol of armed guards hold- 
ing the padlocked gates to the insti- 
tution. 

Warden Tynan admitted his arsenal 
included machine guns used in guard- 
ing prisoners working in the quarries, 
but laughed: at the governor’s state- 
ment about the machine gun at the 
prison entrance. 

Tynan made it plain, however, that 
“Nobody is going to take possession of 
the penitentiary except by legal 
means.” He asserted that “the courts 
of Colorado decided two years ago that 
the governor has no right to suspend 
the warden. 

“Gov. Sweet tried it then and lost. 
That fight has been over two years ago 
and Morley doesn’t know it yet.” 

Charges of inefficiency, intoxication, 
insubordination and inhuman treat- 
ment of convicts were brought against 
Tynan today by . Gov. . Morley, --who 
handed them to a member of the civil 
service commission. 


Albanian Says War 
Brought Paris Styles 


Albaniamw women never will get over 
one effect of the world war, Faik 
Konitza, Albanian Minister, told the 
Columbian Women of George Wash- 
ington University yesterday in Cor- 
coran hall of the university. 


The desire for the latest style in 
clothes, which began to find expression 
during and immediately following the 
war, has grown each year and more and 
more women are turning to Paris to 
decide their wearing apparel, the min- 
ister said. Prior to the war, he said, 
the women had worn the same styles 
of clothing for various occasions for 
centuries.

Colored Portias

In spite of the fact that the new 
State law requiring the registration of 
all revolvers or pistols with the city 
treasurer, and the payment of a tax 
of $1. only twelve weapons so far have 
been registered, according to City Treas- 
urer Roger C. Sullivan. Of these, nine 
are the revolvers issued to police, who 
are not required to pay the license fee, 
so that the net proceeds to the State 
so far has been only $3.. This would 
seem -to indicate either that Alexandria 
is not a pistol toting community, or 
that owners of these weapons are slow 
to comply with the law.

TO HOLD HEARINGS SOON 


Akron, Ohio, Jan. 4 (By A. P.).— 
Litigation in connection with the recent 


proposal for refinancing of the Good- 
year Tire & Rubber Co. took a new 
turn today with the filing by the com- 
pany of two suits against Frank A. 
Seiberling, former Goodyear president, 
charging fraudulent misappropriation 
of company funds totaling $1,311,- 
416.96. 

One action seeks a judgment for the 
amount with interest at 6 per ceat on 
$281,154.45 from November 1, 1919, and 
on $1,030,262.51 from December 31, 1919. 
The second, asking judgment in the 
same amount, charges that because of 
concealment of the alleged misappro- 
priations the company failed to bring 
action for recovery until after the legal 
period of limitation had expired In 
this action the company declares the 
alleged concealment was not revealed 


,until less than four years ago. 


The accusation is made that Seiber- 
ling withdrew and misappropriated 
from the company’s treasury during 
the years 1912-1920 inclusive a total 
of $11,651,417.17; that he paid back a 
large part of the amount, but that in 
the years of general depression in the 
rubber industry he had been unable 
to make a return of the full amount. 
The petition filed today alleges that on 
December 6, 1920, Seiberling owed the 
company $%3,744,729.06, which he ac- 
knowledged, but concealed the furtner 
amount which now is sought. 

The sum sought today represents 
money which the company alleged 
Sieberling caused it to expend improp- 
erly on real estate improvements in 
Akron. 

Four important hearings in the maze 
of litigation which preceded the filing 
of today’s suits are scheduled for hear- 
ing soon. Thursday arguments will be 
heard here on a motion by Clarence 
Dillon, member of the bankers’ com- 
mittee at present in control of the 
company, to quash summons on him- 
self in a damage suit in which stock- 
holders opposing him seek an account- 
ing and heavy damages from him. Dil- 
lon’s motion attacks jurisdiction of 
the local court. 

Motions of Dillon interests in the 
litigation seeking the opening of old 
Suits against the Goodyear company 
which were settled in. 1923, will be 
heard in the same court Saturday. 

Monday hearing on motions in a 
suit brought by Dillon-Read interests 
seeking to dissolve the common stock 
voting trust, of which Seiberling and 
his associates hold a majority, will be 
resumed in Federal court in Toledo. 

Arguments in the suits to oust Good- 
year from doing business in Ohio will 
be heard by the State supreme court 
Tuesday. The same action requests 
removal of members of the board of 
directors appointed by Dillon interests.

A “FLAKY” SKIN. 


AM sure that most of you know all 

too well what is weant by a “flaky” 

skin. It is a misfortune that ap- 
pears with coid weather. The skin is 
overly dry, becomes rough, and seems 
to chip or “flake” off. It takes powder 
in anything but a subtle fashion, 50 
that every vestige of the very finest 
powder shows in an obvious and dis- 
tressing way. 

If you have this kind of skin, even 
though only periodically, don’t make 
the mistake of putting on a layer of 
“vanishing” cream before powder. That 
would merely dry the skin and choke 
the pores. The remedy does not lie ina 
powder base, anyway. Your skin 
needs, first of all, an emollient. Cleanse 
it gently at least twice a day with a 
feathery light cream or an oily lotion. 
Use water rather sparingly, and then 
only softened water. A clean wash- 
cloth wrung out in warm water will

serve very well. At night, on going to 
bed, spend a little.time smoothing a 
fairly rich, but pure, cream into the 
skin. Leave a bit of this cream on over- 
night. 

In the morning go over the face with 
clean absorbent cotton wet with witch- 
hazel—or with your favorite skin tonic. 
Now apply a face lotion, and let it dry 
before putting on any make-up. Some 
women get a good effect by rubbing a 
very little skin food well in with the 
finger tips, and then powdering. 

Dust your powder on lightly and 
carefully. It would be best to use a 
powder that has a definite oil content, 
at least while you are having difficulties 
with your skin. And find a powder 
that adheres well to your particular 
skin; for nothing is so hard on a dry, 
flaky skin as constant powdering and 
renewing of make-up. In your vanity- 
case carry a little of this same 1looge 
powder, not the usual compact.

According. to the Hawk classifica- 
tion, all eight are necessary. Salads are 
rich in four of the eight—3, 6, 7 and 
8. It could be contended that any or 
all of the eight can be furnished in 
salad form, since there are thousands 
of recipes for salads and most any 
food material may be incorporated in 
a salad mixture. 


However, in thinking of salads, we 
think of fresh, clean, raw vegetables 
and fruits; of oils, vinegar or fruit 
juice, and flavoring. 

The vegetables and fruits are especi- 
ally protective against scurvy. And we 
need that protection in the winter 
months. They are rich in minerals and 
in water and they are bulky. All of 
these are good qualities in a food to be 
used in a winter diet. The oil is a heat 
and energy ingredient, likewise of serv- 
ice in cold weather. And, lastly, the 
acidity imparted by vinegar or fruit 
juice is helpful for reasons not under- 
stood until recent years. 

One important feature of the salad 
method of presenting food is the palate 
appeal. That feature is found in the 
beautiful Book of Salads; by Arnold 
Shircliffe. It contains some thousands 
of recipes. It is my authority for the 
statement that nearly every kind of 
food material can be incorporated into 
an inviting salad.

tradition Power 
Upheld by Court 


Chief Justice Walter I. McCoy, of the 
District Supreme Court, upheld his own 
power in extradition cases yesterday, 
when W. C. Sullivan, attorney for Mrs. 
Myra Hill, challenged his right to sit 
as an “executive officer” of the District 
and to honor a requisition from Massa- 
chusetts for the return of Mrs. Hill te 
that Btate for trial on an indictment 
charging false pretenses. 


Sullivan contended that Congress 
went beyond its constitutional. powers 
in designating a judicial officer to act 
as an executive officer. Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Neil Burkinshaw sup- 
ported the act of Congress and won.

John L. Phillips Asks Leave to 
Sue Government for Al- 
leged Overpayment. 


John L. Phillips, lumber dealer and | 


former Republican State committee- 
man, from Georgia, who is one of the 


principal defendants in an equity sult 
filed by the Federal government for an 
accounting in connection with the 
claim by the government, that Phillips 
and his associates are holding about 
81,500,000 belonging to the Govern- 
ment, from the sales of surplus war 
time lumber, asked permission of the 
court yesterday to file a supplemental 
answer in the nature of a cross-bill.
